him by law," said

an equal right to use the highway. 
Arm signals are required by law for 
every operation of a motor vehicle. 
At this season of the year 
when 
curtains are down and windows are 
lowered there is no excuse lor fail­ 
in' eto give arm signals and 
once 
the habit is formed signal lying re­ 
q u ire s little or no thought." 
Arm 
and horn signals required by 
law 
are as follows: 
“ When arm signals are given they 
should be executed emphatically so 
that tin* motorist approaching 
and 
the motorist in the rear can 
not 
mistake the intentions of the 
one 
giving the signal. Arm signals which 
are improperly given or poorly exe­ 
cuted are really worse than none 
at all for many wrecks are 
caused 
when others on the highway misin­ 
terpret 
one’s intentions,” 
Officer 
Smith pointed out today. 
“ It is not the intent of the 
law 
that a signal may be given by a mo. 
torist who immediately puts 
into 
action the operation of the car for 
which he has signalled. The motor­ 
ist in the rear and in front 
must 
first see the signal and have time to 
operate their ears away from dan­ 
ger. The motorist who signals tor a 
left turn and immediately turns left 
has caused many accidents on state 
! highways. Taking 
a 
left 
turn in 
' front of a fast approaching car is 
little short of committing suicide. 
When signalling for a left turn the 
motorist must regard the possibil­ 
ities of a car behind which may be 
in the act of passing or a car 
in 
front which is approaching him at 
a speed too fast to permit the left 
turn to he made.

.Ralph Hileman Owes Life to Fact 


He Was Standing Erect In Ditch 


Ralph Hileman, plumber, was the 


near victim of a cave-in caused by 
quick sand Friday afternoon when 
a sewer line under North Main street 
on which he was working collapsed, 
throwing him into a bed of the sand 
which appeared unusually near the 
surface.

the habit is formed signallying re- 
quires little or no thought.'' Arm 
and horn signals required by 
law- 


are as follows: 


"When arm signals are given they 


should be executed emphatically so 
that the motorist approaching and 
the motorist in the rear can not 
mistake the intentions of the 
one 


giving the signal. Arm. signals which 
are improperly given or poorly exe- 
cuted are really worse than none 
at all for many wrecks are caused 
when others on the highway misin- 
terpret one's intentions," 
Officer 


Smith pointed out today. 


"It is not the intent of the law 


that a signal may be given by a mo. 
torist who immediately puts 
into 


action the operation of the ear for 
which he has signalled. The motor- 
ist in the rear and in front 
must 


first see the signal and have time to 
operate their cars away from dan- 
ger.

the cruiser Memphis 
could

Washington, the center of the city 
was alive. ITero 
worshippers they 


were—.lads and men. girls and wo- 


men, 
crowding for favorable places 


along the parade route. Auto cara- 
vans came from the countryside of 
^7irginia, Maryland, and from more 
distant points. Government bureaus 
were as good as idle. 


The throngs grew rapidly. 
Early comers scanned the skies 


for a sight of the armada of Army,. 
Navy, Marine, Commerce and po'st- 
otfiee planes. 


Washington had never seen, he- 


fore so imposing an array 
of

force. The army birdmen were given 
one side of the Potomac; the navy 
the other. At differing levels, they 
were to go down the historic stream.

All was militar- 
ily precise. Air formations like great

triangles in the skies and distant 
clover leaves of gray, zoomed up 
over the edge of the city.
